Law enforcem ent agencies today 
were looking for a man with a stab 
wound on his face. The suspect is 
about six feet tall, of moderate build 
and with black hair receding at the 
forehead. When last seen he was 
wearing a dark business suit and 
carrying an attache case. Deputies 
say he may have been posing as a 
door to door salesm an.

Duncan 
said 
the kidnap 
attem pt may have been connected 
with efforts of her former husband 
to gain custody of their son. She said 
Charles let the family dog out the 
front door at 9 a m and then toddled 
into the driveway after the animal. 
Seconds later she said she heard a 
commotion in the yard and saw a 
man dragging her son along the 
quiet residential street. She told 


deputies she snatched a kitchen fork 
from the table and raced after them. 
She stabbed the man and while he 
clutched 
his 
face 
in 
pain, 
she 
escaped with her son, and called the 
Sheriff. The child was not harmed, 
the report indicates.

WASHINGTON (UPI) —Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird said today 
that by 1974 the Russians may exceed the United States in the number of 
m issiles both at land bases and in nuclear submarines. 
The Pentagon chief said the Soviet Union “ has already forged ahead of us 
in numbers of strategic land-based m issiles” and added: 
“ The Soviet Union now has some 28 Polaris-type ballistic m issile 
submarines operational or under construction, and at present construction 
rates will exceed our fleet of nuclear-powered ballistic m issile submarines 
in 1974.” 
But in a speech prepared for an appearance before the San Antonio (T ex .» 
Chamber of Commerce, Laird did not call for any stepup in U.S. m issile 
deployment either on land or at sea. 
He stressed that the Nixon administration is in the process of “a 


transition from war to peace” and described this as the most important step 
the administration is now undertaking. 
The text of Laird s speech was made public by the Pentagon 


Laird said that “ in the past five years, the Soviet Union has expanded its 
strategic forces with rampant and persistent momentum ” and that “ the 
momentum shows no sign of slackening.” 
“ In contrast, our nation has not increased its force level of strategic 
offensive m issile launchers since 1965,” he said. 


Of the 28 Polaris-type subs mentioned by Laird—they have been dubbed 
“ Yankee cla ss” by U.S. intelligence—only 13 are operational, according to 
Pentagon sources. Fifteen are still under construction. The United States 
has 41 Polaris subs.

Ghost stories, 
history, ecology 
at Pt. Conception

The 
ghost 
of 
Pt. 
Conception 
Lighthouse wafted through 
small 
corridors 
again 
Tuesday 
as 
the 
romantic tale of two lovers revealed 
itself through the narration of tour 
guide, U.S. Coast Guardsman, Dave 
G r a y . 
T h e 
a u d i e n c e 
approximately 80 wondering, though 
som etim es skeptical, children from 
La Canada Elem entary School. 
Most of the children expressed 
mock terror at the mention of ghosts 
as Gray told of the love between an 
Indian 
m aiden 
and 
the 
first 
lighthouse 
keeper 
in 
1854. 
The 
keeper was transferred to Seattle, 
but assured her he would return. 
Every night she returned to the 
lighthouse to watch for him. Finally, 
when he didn't return, she climbed 
the top of the steep staircase to the 
top of the lighthouse, opened the 
door to the tiny balcony outside and 
fell to her death m any feet below. 


However, there w as one skeptic in 
the audience. “ Aw, I don’t believe 
that,“ said one little boy. “ There 
are no such things as ghosts.” Well, 
said Gray, the incident was entered 
in the log books. “ It’s said that 
around 1 a.m ., you can hear her 
walking up the stairs to the light. ” 
The two classes of fifth graders, 
plus one group each of educationally 
handicapped and deaf children or 
those with impaired hearing, were 
treated 
to the tour through the 
courtesy of the U.S. Coast Guard. 
The 
trip 
coincided 
with 
school 
studies 
in 
sociology, 
geology, 
ecology, art and creative writing. 
A l o n g 
w i t h 
G r a y , 
C o a s t 
Guardsman 
Bruce Drugg, helped 
conduct 
the 
tour 
of 
the 
tiny 
lighthouse, 
which 
is reached 
by 
descending 181 steps below a bluff 
where the m aintenance area and 
family housing for two fam ilies are 
situated. 


At 
Pt. 
Conception, 
the 
Coast 
G uard 
m a i n t a i n s 
the 
o ld e st 
operating lighthouse on the West 
Coast, which juts out on the rocky 
coast a few m iles below Jalam a 
Beach Twenty-two acres belong to 
this station. Beyond, looking inland, 
is the wide expanse of the Bixby 
Ranch on land little touched by the 
ravages of 
man. 
The panorama 
prompted one teacher to com m ent, 
“ I wanted my students to see what 
land looked like before man ruined 
so much of it.” 
Students were divided into small 
groups as they ascended the circular 
iron staircase to the b ra ss-m o u n t 
ed light. 


The original brass plate, 
identifies the manufacturer of this 
classic Fresnel cut glass optic as 
Henry Lapaute in France. As late as 
1915 the light was illuminated by a 
five-wick lantern. In that year, it 
was changed to an incandescent oil 
vapor 
lamp 
The 
availability of 
electricity in 1948 saw a 1,000-watt 
Mercury 
light 
bulb 
replace 
the 
mantle, 
thus 
increasing 
the 
intensity of the rotating light from 
130,000 candlepower to a present day 
intensity of 1.3 million candlepower. 
The geographic range of the light is 
18 m iles to sea. 
After demonstrating how the light 
operated by the meshing of gears 


that were motor driven, Drugg was 
asked by a curious boy, “ what would 
happen if 
you put your fingers in 
there (the g e a r s).” The answer was 
predictable. The m eshing of gears 
would precipitate the mashing of 
fingers. 
“ It took about two years to build 
this lighthouse,” said Drugg. “ The 
walls are two feet thick and pack 
horses 
w ere 
used 
to 
bring 
out 
supplies. “ The entrance is dated 
1881. Before electricity the light had 
to be cranked up manually to begin 
rotation.” he continued A circular 
catwalk above is studded with 141 
rainbow-like prisim s catching the 
light through the glass. They were 
installed “ because the men didn’t 
want to carry lanterns,” recalled 
Drugg. The young Coast Guardsman 
then disappeared through a sm all 
aperture 
into 
the 
light, 
which 
stands 10*2 inches high and six feet 
wide. In the center is the 1,000 Watt 
Mercury bulb, good for a year of 
consecutive burning, at a price of 
$65 each. “ If you stay in here over a 
few minutes, you’li get burned,” 
said 
Drugg, 
perspiring 
as 
he 
em erged. 
One teacher, m arveling about the 
size of the lens, quipped that it 
would need “ a lot of Windex” to 
clean.

South 
was very much interested in 
a slam Dut he knew that his 
partner could count to 33 so 
South just jumped to three 
no-trump. 
North couldn’t count to 33 
because 4 plus 27 or 28 only 
equals 31 or 32 but North 
did have a six-card diamond 
suit. Hence his four diamond 
bid. 
This little encouragement 
was all that South needed to 
bid a slam. Ho only had 27 
points but they all had to be 
Even his jack was in the 
really hard-w o r k i n g ones, 
right suit. His only problem 
was to choose between six 
diamonds and six no-trump. 
The game was match-point 
duplicate so South went for 
the jackpot and bid the slam 
in no-trump where it would 
count most. 
Six 
no-trump bid a n d 
made wasn’t an absolute top. 
JACOBY MODERN doesn’t 
have a monopoly on good 
bidding.

It is difficult for Freddy Parent Sr. to hear ™ the tele­ 
phone. So questions were posed to his nurse, Mrs. Wood- 
some who kindly spoke them to Freddy, who then an­ 
swered the questions himself on the phone. His voice is 
firm and his words come quickly. 
Do you still enjoy baseball, Mr. Parent? 
“You’re damn right,” he said. “I don’t miss anything 
on television. But I am bothered with the football programs 
and also the basketball programs. I'm bothered a lot on 
that account.” 
What do you remember most about that first World 
Series ? 
“I can remember the most when we was in Pittsburgh 
and they had us three to one in games and we finished it 
up in Boston. And, yes, we won five out of nine then. 
Was interest as great for the World Series then as it is 
now? 
“ It must have been. They had to make special ground 
rules for a two-base hit that went into the crowdI because 
he crowd broke down the fences and the gates in Boston. 
They didn’t do as bad as that in Pittsburgh because they 
were losing. 
“ People in those days, they liked the Series because it 
was something new. Of course, it wasn t ru n like it is to 
Jay more of a business today. The people enjoyed it very 
good then.” 
You outplayed Honus Wagner in the Series, didn’t you? 
“He wasn’t in very good shape for the Series and he 
didn’t do too good, which I enjoyed myself. But he was 
one of the great players.” 
What is the difference between the players then and now?

We felt more nervous then. They seem to be more 
well, they look at it to get more money fast.” (The indi­ 
vidual winner’s share of the 1903 Series was $1,182.) 
And 
we were pretty hard losers in those days. We tried to win 
harder than they do today. Don’t know why. Maybe the 
lively ball and the short fields to hit on.’’ 
Who is the best player today? 
“That fella plays first base for the Red Sox (Carl 
Yastrzemski). All you got to do is get one hit in three times 
and you’re going to win that title.’ 
In 1911, at age 35, Freddy Parent Sr. retired as an active 
player and became a coach under Jack Dunn for the old 
Baltimore Orioles. They had a rookie pitcher named Babe 
Ruth. Freddy Parent Sr. recalled that. 
“I coached Babe more than anybody else at that time,’’ 
he said. “I remember he was pitching in the late innings 
of a close game and there was two outs and the bases 
loaded and a dangerous left-handed hitter was up. He got 
two strikes on him. I ran out and told Babe to waste a 
pitch.

later when he was in the big leagues and I asked him how 
his ‘waist’ pitch was. He didn’t like that very much.”

s a y .” “Man, I never heard 
their targets may be. Me 
Not because I’m a whitey, 
not even because I’m un­ 
sympathetic. But because I 
owe them 25 cents. 
I had come to Philadel­ 
phia, following the terrorist­ 
like attacks on seven local 
p o l i c e officers (one was 
killed), to assess the Panther 
party sentiment. Did they do 
it? Did they order it done? 
Was it the start of something 
big? 
I had no trouble locating 
the Panther grounds. North 
Side. Around Temple Univer­ 
sity. Members of the local 
party were clearly visible. 
And so were the leftovers 
and hangers-on of a recent, 
Panther-sponsored People’s 
Revolutionary 
convention— 
all clumped in groups of ber­ 
et-wearing tourists without 
cameras, hunched over colas 
in the eateries, marching in 
simulated skirmish l i n e s 
(five abreast) down the side­ 
walks and glaring from in­ 
side parked automobiles. 
My troubles began when I 
approached one such clump 
in an automobile. 
It was 9 p.m. And the

Administration that it will require safety glass in 
virtually all eyeglasses Americans wear is one of those 
simple ideas, like automobile seat belts, whose time 
could and should have come many years ago 
The FDA estimates that 100,000 adults and 20,000 
school-age children are injured each year by accidents in 
which eyeglasses are shattered On the other side of the 
picture, the National Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness recorded 22.000 accidents last year in which 
eye injuries were prevented because the persons 
involved were wearing protective lenses 


In the meantime by Ray McCuen 
Council notes 


The proposed FDA regulation will require that 
eyeglass lenses, including those in nonprescription 
sunglasses, be made of either heat-tempered, impact- 
resistant glass or laminated glass or plastic. The extra 
cost would be minimal, averaging only a few dollars. 
Even if the vast majority of glasses wearers never have 
their eyes saved by safety lenses, the extra expense may 
be cheap insurance in another way 
How many millions of people sometime or other have 
dropped a perfectly good pair of glasses and watched 
them shatter into uselessness? 


City Councilman Sol Lefkowitz

Their bad 
luck is that they are running against 
each other. 
With a month to go, Sergent holds 
the

and

campaigning 
through the Mas­ 
sachusetts byways 
like a grinning tiger 
sure of his prey.

White, cooler and more detached,

No one knows how many of

Marcellino. or how much substance 
there is to the Sargent camp’s claim 
that supporters of another defeated 
Democrat, Francis Bellotti, are 
helping 
the 
governor. 
Bellotti 
himself is claimed by the White 
forces. 
In the primary White lost his own 
city and polls show him trailing 
Sargent there now. “ He’s better in 
the Berkshires than in Boston,” is 
one professional’s comment. 
The mayor told me he sees his job 
as a handicap, observing that across 
the nation mayors these days are 
not exactly No. 1 on the hit parade. 
He also acknowledges Sargent has 
staked out strong liberal positions 
appealing to many independents and 
Democrats. 


The White managers and other 
Democrats

numbers will nevertheless carry the 
mayor to victory note a party 
registration of around 1.2 million 
(up more than 100,000», against 
500,000 registered Republicans and 
some 950,000 independents.

Democrats’ hunger for patronage 
will pull them together, yet the 
M arcellino 
move 
is 
clearly 
disconcerting. 


So must be the energetic drive 
Sargent is mounting. He has a big 
Democrats-for-Sargent 
operation, 
and an organization that draws not 
only on his own stalwarts but on 
many who worked earlier for other 
Republicans like former Gov. John 
Volpe, whose move to the Nixon 
cabinet allowed Sargent to step up 
from lieutenant governor in 1969. 


Sargent’s recognition factor is 
high on the streets and he seems to 
leave the people he sees, especially 
the women, smiling. He has made 
the full campus circuit since 1969 
with no evident grumbling from the 
young and has many kids working 
for him. In his serious vein, his 
counsel 
is 
moderation 
and 
a 
rejection of the extremes. 
At this turn he appears to have 
momentum despite close poll 
showings. But White came through 
strongly in a television meeting with 
him in Worcester. The mayor and

underestimated. 


WASHINGTON—As the congres­ 
sional campaign goes into the home­ 
stretch, reports from around the 
country give high rating to two 
contrary elements. Money is being 
spent in large amounts on the 
electronic medium to overcome 
what is in many states a vast 
yawning apathy.

challenger, issues that grab the 
public are hard to come by.

Wold. Republican money is pouring 
into states where it will do the most 
good with a small number of voters.

With two or three 
exceptions - and this is the profound 
change - it would put conservative 
Republicans in command of the 
operating machinery of the Senate.
